Choose one of: 

B1 . The reflector is a reflective metal [cf. claims 5, 9, and 13]. 

B2. The reflector is a reflective multi-layer coating [cf. claims 6 and 10]. 

Choose one of: 

C1 . The transparent conductor is connected to the pixel electrode through the 
reflectors [Fig. 4, for instance; cf. claim 2]. 

C2. The transparent conductor is connected to the pixel electrode directly [Fig. 
2, for instance; cf. claim 3].
